demic maker*. The menace which an- 
nually faces mankind through the ac- 
tivity of thete distributer* of s*rrn* 
and disease may be reduced, but only 
through the striking of • telling blow 
at the insects before they have had a 
chance to develop. 


The wonderful reproductive capacity 


of this breeder of pestilence is the rea- 
son advanced why householders should 
begin an immediate fly swatting cam- 
paign. 
A solitary fly in April may 


seem a harmless thing, but if left un- 
disturbed it may cause an entire com- 
munity to be gripped by pestilence. 


Health experts are beginning to real- 


iie that if flies are to be destroyed they 
must be attacked when they are least 
able to combat their natural enemies, 
and this is in the early spring, when 
food is scarce. 


The close relation of cleanup cam 


paigns to the fly exterminating prop* 
ganda has begun te be appreciated, and 
for this reason many municipalities al 
ready have commenced or are prepar 
ing for sanitary crusades.

Wisdom from 


Washington 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington March 20.-[S|x«cla!.]— 


There luis been an interesting develop- 
ment in the hearings on tue various 
trim hills brought forward by a clas« 
th.-it are styled "little merchants." 
Tiles*- men want legislation regulating 
tn'sts to contain a provision giving 
manufacturers the right to nx the re- 
tiiil prices of goods. 


They claim that mall order bouses 


and occasional big department stores 
in the cities and other big concerns, 
either for advertising purposes or be- 
cjiuse of the ability they possess in 
handling goods, can oftentimes under- 
sell a staple article, leaving the "little 
niprchnnt" with a stock of goods which 
prove a dead loss. 


The idea does not meet with favor 


among the men who are framing the 
trust legislation, as they regard author- 
ity for manufacturers to fix a price as 
stilling competition. This matter was 
fouebt out in the courts not long ago 
on the question of patent rights and 
legislation has been asked to give pat- 
ent right men authority to fix the price 
on the articles which are sold with 
their inventions. 


The Everlasting "If In Politic*. 
"If the Republicans would make a 


party question of the repeal of the, 
Panama canal tolls they would have 
a great issue upon which to go before 
the country." 


That statement has been made sev- 


eral times by politicians who think 
they understand what is the temper of 
the American people. 
"If the vote 


uiion the repeal of the canal tolls could 
be delayed for three months public 
opinion in this country would force the 
defeat of the bill." is a statement made 
by Senator La Follette. Evidently the 
Wisconsin senator believes that the 
American people will be against re- 
pealing the free tolls provision, and 
the same is true of those who wish 
that the Republican party would get 
together on that line. 


But the Republican party will not get 


together, and such eminent Republican 
senators as Root of New York, Lodge 
of Massachusetts. Burton of Ohio and 
Brandegee of Connecticut, assisted by 
several others, will help'the president 
get his repeal through the senate and 
there'by eliminate canal tolls as a party 
issue. 


Hair and the Race Issue. 


John Sharp Williams was on his fa- 


vorite topic of racial differences and, 
talking directly to Senator Gallinger, 
said. "The senator from Xew Hamp- 
shire may stand here and tell me until 
he is gray headed that he believes in 
racial equality, but 1 know that he 
does not."' 


A<« the New Hampshire senator has 


no hair which could get gray, there 
was considerable laughter. 


Then Gallinger replied. "I certainly 


do believe in racial equality as before 
law and the constitution, and the sen- 
ator from Mississippi will -i^-yme bald_ 
beaded before he persuades me to the 
contrary." 


As "Williams' top hair is of the moth 


eaten kind, thin and straggling, the sen- 
ate enjoyed Gallinger's "come back" 
very much. The hair question Is rath- 
er a dangerous one to play with. 


Wanted Fair Play. 


Jerry Donovan of Connecticut ex- 


pressed indignation in the house be- 
cause the division of time on the river 
and harbor bill was between Spark- 
man of Florida, the chairman, and 
Humphrey of Washington, the ranking 
Republican member of the committee, 
aud both were in favor of the bill. 
Jerry insisted that no time was left 
for the opposition. 


In constructing the river and harbor 


bill it is generally fixed so that every 
man with a river or harbor gets a part 
of the appropriation and favors the 
hill. Donovan was one of the few men 
who was opposed to the bill.

On Oct. 20,\m3, a public night 


school Was opetied lu the high school 
building under the auspices of the 
city board of education. This school 
waa In MMlon for five consecutive 
months, dosing March 19 
The fol- 


lowing (• an fxtract from a report 
made by the principal, Mr. H. F. 
Monlnger to the superintendent of 
schools: 


• One hundred and seventy-four per- 


sona Were enrolled. One hundred and 
thirty-one of these -were men ana 
ooys and forty-three were women 
and girls. Of this number 
forty- 


three cob Id not Bpeak the English 
language and fifty-two were under 21 
years of age. The average monthly 
enrollment was .ninety-two and the 
average dally attendance1 was sixty- 
six, which Is considered very good for 
night school work. Pupils under 21 
years 
of 
age 
studying common 


branches were charged no tuition 
and there were forty-two of ttiese. 


SThe, following 
subjects- were 


taught In the night school: typewrit- 
ing, bookkeeping, mechanical draw- 
ing, 
shorthand, geometry, reading, 


writing, spelling, arithmetic, English 
grammar. 


'•The board of education expended 


to pay teachers, 9590.50 and to pay 
janitor $60.00, making a total ex- 
pense of $660.50. The amount of 
tuition collected and paid to the 
board of education was $386.75, and 
deducting this amount from the ex- 
penses of the board, we have a net 
expense to the board of $263.75 
There should be added to this a 
slight expense for light, 
fuel 
and 


printing. 
The average expense to 


the board of education would not ex- 
ceed $60 per month and those in 
charge of the school are unanimous 
in their opinion that it was money 
well spent and hope that the school 
may re-open next year.

Work is being rushed on the new 


club rooms In the Wehrle building 
on West Main street, soon to be oc- 
cupied by the Knights of Columbus.

The large room on the west side 


of the building will be the

room proper. It is finished with white

The furniture 
is of oak, and the lighting is the 
semi-indirect system.
